Wearing his Supreme Seviet hat, Politburo can- 
didate mamber Boris Ponomsrav on Monday gave the 
Opening speech to a visiting US House of Reprasenta= 
tives delagation headed by Speaker Carl Albert.

Picking up the current Soviet refrain that 
political detente must be complemented by an easing 
of military tension, Ponomareyv spoke frequently of 
security matters. He complained of grawing military 
budgets in the US and suggested that Congress shoul 
reverse that trend.. He also called for preparatory 
work toward a world disarmament conference, anothe” 
of Moscow's etforts to breathe new life into that 
perennial Saviet proposal.
